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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


Business Activity for the 4-week period ending October 
20 was up fractionally from the previous 4 weeks, 2 per 
cent from the corresponding period in 1950, and 9 per cent 
for the first 9 months of the year, according, to the New 
York Times Business Activity Index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 6 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, but were down 1 
per cent from September 1950. For the first 9 months of 
the year, however, car loadings were 6 per cent above last 
year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up 7 per cent 
in September from August, 6 per cent from September 
1950, and for the first 9 months of the year were 18 per 
cent above last year. 

Personal Income dropped fractionally in September from 
August, but was 9 per cent above September 1950, and for 
the first 9 months of the year was 13 per cent above last 
year. Nonagricultural income was up fractionally in Sep- 
tember from August, 9 per cent from September 1950, and 
12 per cent for the first 9 months of the year. Agricultural 
income was up 14 per cent in September from August, 15 
per cent from September 1950, and 16 per cent for the first 
9 months of the year. 

Life Insurance Sales dropped 12 per cent in September 
from August and 11 per cent from September 1950, but for 
the first 9 months of the year were 2 per cent above last 
year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index was up 1 per cent in September from 
August, 4 per cent from September 1950, and 18 per cent 
for the first 9 months of the year. 

Electric Power Production dropped 6 per cent in Septem- 
ber from August, but was 9 per cent above September 
1950, and for the first 9 months of the year was 13 per cent 
above last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was down 9 per cent in Sep- 
tember from August, and 10 per cent from September 1950,

IN OHIO 


Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were up 8 per cent in Sep- 
tember from August, 12 per cent from September 1950, and 
23 per cent for the first 9 months of the year as compared 
with last year. 

Life Insurance Sales were down 14 per cent in September 
from August and were 5 per cent below September 1950, 
but for the first 9 months of the year were 8 per cent 
above last year. 

Agricultural Income was down 5 per cent in September 
from August, but was 15 per cent above September 1950, 
and for the first 9 months of the year was 23 per cent above 
last year. For the first 9 months of the year, as compared 
with last year, income from grains was down 5 per cent, 
but income from dairy products was up 26 per cent, from 
meat animals, 28 per cent, and from poultry and eggs, 38 
per cent. 

Electric Power Production was up 12 per cent in Sep- 
tember from August, 10 per cent from September 1950, and 
13 per cent for the first 9 months of the year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 3 per cent in Sep- 
tember from August, but was 1 per cent below September 
1950, and for the first 9 months of the year was 7 per cent 
below last year. 

Construction Activity, as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded, was down 13 per cent in September from 
August, and was 11 per cent below September 1950, but 
for the first 9 months of the year was 18 per cent above 
last year. For the first 9 months of the year, residential 
construction was down 38 per cent, but public works and 
utilities construction was up 35 per cent and nonresidential 
construction, 41 per cent. 

Retail Sales of independent stores were up 10 per cent in 
September from August, 1 per cent from September 1950, 
and 6 per cent for the first 9 months of the year. 

Department Store Sales were up 10 per cent in Septem- 
ber from August, but were 4 per cent below September 
1950. For the first 9 months of the year, however, sales 
were 5 per cent above last year.

but for the first 9 months of the year was 6 per cent 
above last year. 

Steel Production was up 3 per cent in September 
from August, 5 per cent from September 1950, and 
9 per cent for the first 9 months of the year as com- 
pared with last year. 

Construction Activity, as measured by the value of 
contracts awarded, was down 14 per cent in Septem- 
ber from August, and 16 per cent from September 
1950, but for the first 9 months of the year was 13 
per cent above last year. 

Department Store Sales were up 21 per cent in 
September from August but were 2 per cent below 
September 1950. For the first 9 months of the year, 
however, sales were 3 per cent above last year. 

Commodity Prices at Wholesale were down frac- 
tionally in September from August, but were 5 per 
cent above September 1950, and for the first 9 
months of the year averaged 15 per cent above last 
year. 

Food Prices at Retail dropped fractionally in Sep- 
tember from August, but were 9 per cent above Sep- 
tember 1950, and for the first 12 months of the year 
were 12 per cent above last year. 

Cost of Living was up fractionally in September 
from August, 7 per cent from September 1950, and 
9 per cent for the first 9 months of the year as com- 
pared with last year.

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Not only do employment and employee earnings vary 
as between different industries but also by size of company 
within a given industry. This article deals with employ- 
ment and employee earnings trends by size of company in 
three manufacturing industries—chemical, electrical ma- 
chinery, and machine tools—for selected periods 1950-1951. 
The analysis is based on a sample of firms and hence re- 
flects only changes that have occurred in the companies 
included in the sample, not changes which may be due to 
an increase or decrease in the number of firms in the in-

Employment increases, with only one exception, in Janu- 
ary and August 1951, as compared with June 1950, were 
relatively greater among the smaller than among the 
larger firms.

In January 1951, approximately 11.4 and in August 1951, 
11.6 production workers were employed for every 10 em- 
ployed in June 1950 by companies employing less than 100 
workers. In those companies employing between 100 and 
300 production workers, employment as compared with 
June 1950 was up 16 per cent in January 1951 and only 10 
per cent in August 1951. Companies employing over 300 
production workers had the relatively smallest increases. 
As compared with June 1950, employment of production 
workers in these companies was up 8 per cent in January 
1951 and 7 per cent in Aupust 1951. 


Hourly earnings of production workers in the smaller 
companies were generally less than in the larger com-

panies, but the relative increases in hourly earnings of pro- 
duction workers was larger in the smaller companies than 
in the larger companies. The differential in terms of actual 
cents, however, between the smaller and larger companies 
has been maintained over the period June 1950-August 
1951. 


Electrical Machinery Industry 


Employment increases were considerably greater both in 
January and August 1951 as compared with June 1950, 
among the companies employing less than 100 production 
workers. Increases in employment among the companies 
employing between 100 and 300 production workers were 
less than the increases of the small companies but greater 
than the increases of the larger companies. Actually, com- 
panies employing over 100 workers experienced decreases 
in their employment in August as compared with Janu- 
ary 1951. 

About 12.7 production workers in January 1951 and 13.5 
in August 1951 were employed for every 10 workers em- 
ployed in June 1950 in companies employing less than 100 
workers. Among those companies employing between 100 
and 300 production workers, employment increased 19 per 
cent in January 1951 from June 1950 but was down 6 per 
cent in August from January 1951. The employment trend 
in larger companies (over 300 workers) was very much 
like that of the medium-sized companies. 

Hourly earnings of production workers in the smaller 
companies were less than those of the larger companies. 
Among the medium-sized companies, average hourly earn- 
ings of production workers were more than those of pro- 
duction workers in the smaller as well as larger companies. 
The differentials in the average hourly earnings of the 
workers in companies of different size groups has been 
fairly well maintained over the period June 1950 to August 
1951. 


Machine Tool Industry 


Employment increases were generally greater among 
the larger companies than among the medium-and-smaller- 
sized companies. Relative increases in employment in the 
smaller companies, on the other hand, were greater than 
those in the medium-sized companies. 

As compared with June 1950, employment in January 
1951 in firms employing less than 100 workers was up 38 
per cent; in firms employing between 100 and 300 workers, 
32 per cent; and in the larger companies employing over 
300 workers, 48 per cent. By August 1951, as compared 
with June 1950, employment in the smaller firms increased 
66 per cent; in the medium-sized firms, 42 per cent; and in 
the larger firms, 69 per cent. Relative increases in em- 
ployment in August 1951 as compared with January 1951 
were greater among the smaller-sized firms. 

Hourly Earnings of production workers in the larger 
companies were greater than for the medium-sized and 
smaller-sized companies. Hourly earnings of production 
workers in the smaller companies were $1.52 while in the 
largest-size group, hourly earnings were $1.61 in June 
1950. By August 1951, hourly earnings for production 
workers in the smaller companies increased to $1.64 as 
compared with $1.78 in the larger companies.
